On Sunday evening last there pass- 
ed awuy one of Napanee’s oldest and 
most respected citizens in the person 
of Mr. Thomas H. Waller. The de- 
ceased was born in Geneva in the 
State of New York in 1833 and when 
only eight or ten years of age he came 
to Napanee with his parents and in 
1845 when Napanee was a straggling 
village reached only by stage coaches, 
schooners and scows, he was appren- 
ticed tox man numed Parish to learn 
the tinsmith’s trade. He mastered 
every branch of it and there were no 
tricks with tin and solder that he was 
not able to execute and he never seem- 
ed happier than when at his bench 
evolving some useful article outof these 
simple elements. We mightmakeone 
exception only and that was duck- 
hunting, for no matter what the state 
of the weather, give Mr. Waller a set 
of decoyshis trusty gun and a ducking 
skiff and his happiness was at its 
height and should any game come his 
way he always got his share. After 
completing his apprenticeship he work- 
ed for a time in Pictonand then moved 
to Kingston where he was employed 
for a number of years with Mr. Bacses. 
In 1872 he returned to Napanee and

and took an active interest in the de- 
tails of both the store and work-room, 
up to afew weeks before his death. 
During his forty years of business in 
the town where he spent the most in- 
teresting days of his boyhood Mr.

At eight o’clock on Saturday even- 
ing Mr. Win. Johnson, Belleville, who 
had been stricken on Thursday after- 
noon at Napanee station, passed away 
at the parsonage of the Rev. J. P, 
Wilson, former pastor of Bridge street 
Methodist. Church, Belleville. Ever 
since the attack he had been lying in 
an unconscious state, and had been at 
tended by Dr. Wilson, son of Rev. J. 
P. Wilson. Dr. Yeomans, of Belle- 
ville, the family physician, attended 
at Mr. Johnson’s bedside on Friday 
but held out no hopes of his ultimate 
recovery. On Saturday wmworning 
there was a slight change for the 
better, but he sank gradually in the 
next few hours. The malady that re- 
sulted in his death was what is known 
to physicians as angina pectoris’, 
That he had been failing rapidly the 
last few months was manifest to all 
his friends. But recently he had been 
about the duties in connection with 
his office as District Inspector of 
Weights, Measures and Gas. As late 
as on Monday last he took part in the 
openning ceremonies at the new public 
school on Pine street, Belleville. 

In the passing of Mr. Wm. Johnson, 
Belleville has lost one of her most 
prominent and whole hearted citizens, 
wu great share of whose life was spent 
in the service of others and in a 
variety of pursuits that showed his in- 
tense activity. 

In the early days in Belleville the 
late Mr. Johnson was engaged in the 
hat and fur business which he con- 
ducted for a number of years. In 1879 
thirty-three years ago, he received the 
2: a eden of District Inspector of 
Weights and Measures and Gas. He 
was still active in his duties therewith 
when he was fatally stricken. 

It was to Bridge Street Methodist 
Church and Sunday School that his 
life was mainly devoted. Any work 
which he could perform to be of assist- 
ance to this body was one of love. 
His association in youth with the 
Christian influence of those days was 
the cause of his great fidelity. Unit- 
ing with the school and church, his 
influence began to be felt until in 1574 
he was appointed superintendent. 
This offiee through many vicissitudes 
he held until a few months ago, when 
on his physicians advice he resigned 
and was succeeded by Judge Deroche. 

Jn 1876 he was elected in Belleville 
vice president of the Provincial Sun- | 
day Scheol Association, an office he | 
retained ever since. 

The remains were taken to Belleville 
on Saturday morning and the funeral 
took place on Monday.

THE GOLDFINCH. 


Changes In Plumage That Are Puz- 
zling to the Novice, 

Most every one in America ts ac- 
quainted with the goldfinch, but many 
people know the bird by the name of 
lettuce bird on account of its bright 
yellow color. Goldfinch {s a very ap 
propriunte bume, as the bright yellow 
of the male when he 1s in breeding 
plumage is like burnished gold. The 
female goldtinch is more modestly 
dressed than her mate. The cbhunges 
in plumage of the male are very inter- 
esting and to the novice somewhat puz- 
zling. 

Until the student becomes acquainted 
with the bird he may wonder why he 
sees nu Males during the winter. The 
truth is at this season the tlocks of sup- 
posed female goldfinches are really of 
hoth sexes, the male bird having as- 
sumed in the previous fall, usually 
by the end of Uctober, a plumage close- 
ly resembling that of the female and 
young bird of the year. The male re 
taius this inconspicuous dress until 
late in february, when one can notice 
a@ gradual change taking place in some 
of the birds.

RATE ENQUIRY OPENS 


Scope of the Investigation Will Be . 
Enlarged, Says Drayton. 








Railways Endeavor 


Eastern Tariffs Are Lower Because 
of Water Competition and Also 
That Numerous Reductions Have 
Been Made In the West—Notable 
Lawyers Present Before Board. 


Ottawa, Oct. 8.—With an effort of 
the railroads to show that not only 
were their eastern rates lower by 
water competition which was absent 
in the west, but that numerous reduc- 
tions had been made in rates as re- 
gards the latter as well, the western 
Tate enquiry was opened yesterday 
morning by the Railway Commission, 
and continued in the afternoon. It 
will probably last all week. 

That the scope of the enquiry would 
be enlarged so as to include more 
than the mere question of discrimin- 
ation, was the important announce- 
ment of Chairman Drayton. 

Although the enquiry has to do 
primarily with western rates, it is of 
interest to the east, inasmuch as one 
result of it might be a raising of 
eastern tariffs as well as a possible 
lowering of those affecting territory 
nearer the Pacific Ocean. 

Probably the largest array of coun- 
sel and representatives of the var- 
ious bodies interested ever seen in 
any single case before the Railway 
Commission was present. The many 
railway men included G. M. Bosworth, 
vice-president of the C.P.R.; Sir Wil- 
liam Mackenzie of the C.N.R., and

Montreal Grain and Produce. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 7.There was a fair 
enquiry from the continent for wheat,’ 
oats and barley, but the demand from 
the United Kingdom was poor.

Some Very Cooling and Gratifying 
Beverages From Foreign Lands. 
Although the “cups” and “punches” 
of America have-a wide reputation, 
foreign lands have equally refreshing 
beverages. England and Indla excel 
in the variety of thelr cooling mix- 
tures, and Persia Is the original home 
of the julep, but in that faraway coun- 
try mint is never used; roses take its

A beverage from Turkey !s called 
“sanec amour.’’ Take the juice of 
three lemons and two oranges and the 
grated rinds of one lemon and one 
orange. Stick a lemon with cloves and 
hold over the fire until it is thoroughly 
roasted, then slice in thin slices, add a 
bandfu! of fresh rose petals and one 
large cupful of honey. Pour bolling 
water over all and let cool gradually. 
When ready to serve chill in a shaker 
and serve in lemonade cups. 

I'rench egg pique is very refreshing 
on a hot day when one is too exhaust- 
ed to eat.

GETTING RID OF 
TUBERCULOSIS GERMS 


It is not safe to put cattle tnto a 
barn that has housed tubercular ant 
mals unless it has been thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected, says Hoard’s 
Dairyman. If the barn is well Iighted 
a great many of the tubercular germs 
will be destroyed by the direct and 
the diffuse sunlight, but it is scarcely 
possible to construct a barn so that 
the Hgkt strikes all parts. It there 
fore becomes very necessary to thor- 
oughly clean and disinfect a barn that 
bas held tubercvJar animals before 
putting healthy animals ipto the sta- 
ble, 

Before disinfecting the walls, 
ing, floors, mangers—in fact, every 
thing In the stable—should be thorough 
ly cleaved. A number of disintectants 
may be used. Corrosive sublimate ts 
probably the most powerful, but it ts 
very polsonons. One part of corrosive 
sublimate to 1,000 parts of water ts 
the proportion nsed. One of the com 
monest and a good disinfectant to tse 
under all conditions is lime. dn pre 
paring qnicklime add a pint and #

TOMATO RECIPES. 


Unusual and, Dainty Ways of Serving 
This Delicious Vegetable. 
Tomatoes ut this season of the year 
ure at their very best and cheapest, 
nud as hey are a favorite vegetable 
in every family it behooves tbe bouse- 
wife to tind out new wuys of serving 
them.

Tomato Frappe.—Take large round 
ripe tomatoes und after peeling them 
take out the inside and rub through a 
course sieve to take out the seeds. 
Seuson the pulp well with sult, pep- 
per, cuyenne, celery salt, a little mus- 
tard and enough vinegur and sugar to 
make it pleasantly subacid. Add a 
little onion julce or minced garlic and 
then freeze the whole until quite solid. 
let It stand repacked notil rendy to 
serve and then fill the hollowed out 
tomatoes, cover with mayonnalse jelly, 
placing a crisp leaf of lettuce under 
euch tomato, and serve at once. ‘This 
is very cool and refreshing when serv- 
ed on a hot day.

We might say that some authorities 
recommen thoroughly disinfecting the 
baron with this coal tar product before 
whitewashing. There are a number oj 
these coal tur products which may be 
used for this purpose, and full direc 
tions accompany each package as t¢ 
how much water should be mixed with 
the coal tar product in order to make 
the right kind of a solution. 

In disinfecting the barn it ts quite as 
important to, spray the mangers, cow 
ties, stalls and gutters and the feeding 
alley as it is the walls and ceiling. If 
corrosive sublimate is used great care 
must be taken to thoroughly wash the 
mangers, stails and cow ties before 
any animals are permitted in them, 
On the whole, it will probably be found 
more satisfactory to use some coal tar 
product and then thoroughly white 
wash, This would make it doubly sure 
that the barn bad been thoroughly dis- 
infected. 


Treatment For Calf Scours. 

Calves at the Wisconsin experiment 
farm are specially treated for calf 
scours. First special care is taken to 
avoid scours by keeping the calves in 
clean, bright, well lighted and well 
ventilated quarters. They are fed reg- 
ularly until four weeks old on two to 
six pounds of their mother’s milk three 
tinies daily. Care is taken to have the 
temperature of the milk as near that 
of freshly drawn milk as possible and 
always to bave the calf pall scrupe- 
lously clean.
